The Fess-Capper bill’provides for the 


expenditure of $10,000,000 annually by | 


federal government for the plhysi- 
cal welfare of school children between 
6 and 18 years old. The states accept- 
ing the plan must provide a sum equal 
to what they receive and in addition 
must establish training courses for 
prospective teachers. 

The bill places no restrictions on the 
curriculum. Boxing can be included 
if the state officials desire. 

“It is th purpose of the Fess-Cap- 
per bill to establish a nation-wide pro- 
gram of physical education, so as to 
give every boy and girl health and 
bodily efficiency,”” Mr. Caulkins said.

Opera Season with 
‘Caruso in “La Juive”’ 


New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The 
Metropolitan opera house opened its 
doors this évening for another season, 
under auspices to be considered favor- 
able. There was a large audience pres-. 
ent—an audience considered brilliant, 


It could hardly be be said that the en- 
thusiasm of this first might audience 
was overwhelming. — 

It is perhaps a matter of less im- 
portance on an opening night that“the 
opera was “La Juive,” and even that 
Mr. Caruso in thé tenor’s 


“La Juive ” was accounted one’ of 
the successful new productions of last 


season, probably because it affords an | 


excellent part for Mr. Caruso,-one of 
the .best that has been.added to. his 
répertoire in recent years. .It gives 
him numerous airs and ensemble pieces 
‘that he seems to find congenial, and 
it brings out his best qualities as a 
singer, tempting him less than some 
others to exercise his worst ones. It 
also gives him an opportunity for some 
of his best acting. 

The cast was nearly. the same as 
last season, Miss Ponéelle as the 
Rachel gave a robust impersonation. 
She had some excellent opportunities, 
some of which she accepted, but to 
other she did considerable violénce.
